Real Estate

Reserve for Utilities—Power Plant 

This negative reserve resulted, in part, from the disallowance by the Province of 
Alberta of a natural gas rebate claimed under the Natural Gas Rebate Act in the 
amount of $512. Utility rates were charged during the year in anticipation of receipt 
of this rebate. 


Donations, Three Alberta Universities Capital Fund 

Of the funds received from the Three Alberta Universities Capital Fund, a balance of 
$817 is eligible for matching by the Province of Alberta when expended on approved 
capital projects. 


Contingent Liability 

The University has a contingent liability of approximately $581 with respect to 
endorsements given to secure bank loans to assist faculty members in purchasing 
homes. 


Anti-Inflation Program 

Pursuant to an agreement dated 18 February 1976 between the Government of the 
Province of Alberta and the Government of Canada, the University is subject to 
controls on compensation paid to its employees as specified in the Anti-Inflation 
Act. The effective date of these controls is 14 October 1975. 


Subsequent Events 

(a) The Board of Governors of The University of Alberta entered into an agreement 
with the Students’ Union of The University of Alberta to assume all assets and 
liabilities of the Housing Union Building as at 1 April 1976. 

(b) The Board of Governors of The University of Alberta agreed to purchase Le 
College Saint-Jean d’'Edmonton from Les Reverends Péres Oblats de Marie 
Immaculée des Territoires du Nord-Ouest on 30 April 1976. The Province of 
Alberta agreed to finance this purchase through a capital grant of $3,525 which 
has been included in accounts receivable at 31 March 1976.

In my opinion these financial statements present fairly the financial position of the 
University as at 31 March 1976 and the results of its operations for the year then ended in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles applied, after giving retroactive 
effect to the change in policy of reflecting reserve transactions for library funds 
unexpended and extraordinary maintenance of utilities through operating surplus rather 
than through operations, on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

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Report of the President 


The 1975-76 fiscal year will be long remembered as that year in which this University was 
blessed with a government operating grant greater both in dollars and in percentage 
increase than had ever been received before. As a result our staff quite understandably 
expected that major improvements could be made in our teaching and supplies budgets, 
thereby repairing the damage caused by previous years of inadequate financial support. 

Unfortunately, the realities of the situation proved otherwise. Salary and fringe benefit 
commitments to our academic and non-academic staff, arising from inadequate salary 
adjustments in the past, reduced our large grant increment to one of modest size. Further 
inroads occurred through increases in the costs of utilities, coupled with a substantial 
allowance for our new market supplements program required to compensate those 
academic staff who can demonstrate a professional market for their services. What 
remained to compensate for workload increases, and to alleviate problems in our supplies 
accounts, caused largely by inflation, proved to be discouragingly inadequate. It is clear 
that we will require an appreciable period of enlightened support before we can repair the 
erosion in the quality of our academic programs caused by insufficient financial resources 
in the past and dwindling buying. power resulting from inflation in the present. 

In contemporary society nothing is sacred, and every social institution must 
demonstrate its ability to survive the constant onslaught of the iconoclasts. Our 
universities are no exception; they are especially vulnerable. We must demonstrate to 
Albertans that a great University such as ours is an essential part of the type of society 
wherein each Albertan can realize his or her full creative potential. 

Education comes from the Latin educere, ‘to lead forth.’’ This should be our major 
objective as a university to lead forth—that is, to bring out the latent creative abilities and 
humane sensibilities of all those who work and study with us. This implies that we must 
continue our struggle to attract and retain truly outstanding scholars for our institution, 
and to improve the quality of the learning environment for our students. | have every 
reason to believe that our Provincial Government supports these important academic 
objectives. 

In the future, our natural resources will diminish, and continued prosperity for our 
Province can only come by utilizing fully the talents and abilities of our people. This is what 
great universities do especially well.
